One  of  the  most  radical 
defects  in  the  work  of  class  instruction  in 
school  has  been  due  to  the  methods  formerly 
in  use  in  the  primary  departments.  Much 
card  has  been  taken  in  reorganizing  the 
methods  in  use  there,  and  most  of  the  classes 
already  show  the  beneficial  results  of  the 
change.  Experience  shows  that  with  trained 
teachers,  thoroughly  familiar  with  such 
work,  the  largest  liberty  may  safely  be 
allowed  and  supervision  may  bo  reduced 
to  a  minimum.  A  good  teacher  requires  no 
special  watching.
